Among all of our special world events 
that mark our years at Hiwassee is the 
Democratic and Republican presiden- 
tial campaign of “92.” The Bush and 
Quayle administration vs. Clinton and 
Gore. Respectfully and enthusiastically, 
our campus took part in a mock election 
where some 222 students took part, and 
cast their “ballots.” The outcome was 
printed in the HIWASSEAN of fall 
1992. 

It was the victory of the Bush admin- 
istration in “88” which gave rise to a 
three-time term of the Republican party. 
Also, shown to be true by popular vote, 
our Hiwassee young people in “92” were 
in favor of a Republican presidential 


seat. However, history did not repeat it- 
self. In real life the poles showed a slight 
margin of 43% to 38% sway over to the 
Clinton and Gore Democratic party, 
19% of the vote went to Ross Perot.
